News for South Somerset 


Council to provide more than 
15,000 meals for infant pupils 


SOMERSET County Council has succeeded with 
the “insurmountable” task of providing more than 
15,000 free infant school meals a day in line with 
new legislation. 

County Cabinet member for Children and Fami¬ 
lies, Councillor Frances Nicholson, said: “We are 
delighted to have met the government’s require¬ 
ment that all schools in Somerset can serve free nu¬ 
tritional infant school meals from this September. 

“The county council and schools invested over 
£750,000 to increase the capacity of a number of 
production kitchens and are creating eight new 
kitchens. 

“We will also be using local and regional suppli¬ 
ers and distributors as much as possible, which is 
good news for the local economy.” 

County councillor Linda Vijeh, who represents 
the Ilminster area, added: “As a Somerset county 
councillor, and Cabinet support member for chil¬ 
dren and families, I am delighted at the news re¬ 
leased that, against all the odds, we have managed 


to achieve what seemed to be the insurmountable 
task of providing 15,000 free infant school meals a 
day. 

“Whilst I know that there were many teething 
problems along the way, I am also aware of the 
commitment of county officers to making this work 
for our schools. 

“With only 30 per cent of schools having the nec¬ 
essary equipment and facilities in place at the time 
of the announcement, the accomplishment of this 
is to be applauded. 

“This has required substantial investment by the 
county council, to create eight new kitchens, in ad¬ 
dition to increasing the capacity of existing suppli¬ 
ers, when budgets are already stretched. 

“There is plenty of evidence to support the view 
that a good meal can really improve performance 
and I am sure that the benefit of providing these 
meals for infants will be evident in the results 
achieved in the coming months and years.”

Bus stop proposal could help 
solve Crewkerne congestion 


AT the request of A Better Crewkerne and 
District (ABCD), a voluntary organisation 
with the remit of improving the quality of 
life in the area, Crewkerne Town Council 
has been seeking the views of local busi¬ 
nesses and residents about a proposed relo¬ 
cation of bus stops in the town centre. 

The town suffers from congestion each 
time a bus pulls up at the current stops in 
Market Square as there are no provided bus 
bays. Extensive consultation with Somerset 
Highways and the bus companies has pro¬ 
duced a plan to relocate both current bus 
stops to Market Street. A proper bus bay 
would be provided beyond the pedestrian 
crossing to the south to be used by all buses 
irrespective of direction of travel. 

The proposal also includes the provision of 


a bus shelter with bench and the possibility 
of electronic signs giving details of the next 
bus. A raised kerb would be installed to en¬ 
able easy access onto buses for the disabled 
and parents with prams and buggies. 

Although the creation of the new bay will 
entail the loss of four parking spaces there 
will be an overall gain in parking spaces as 
the current bus stops will be converted for 
this purpose. 

Chairman of Crewkerne Area Business 
Chamber, Jonathan Edgington, supports the 
proposal which he sees as a positive move 
“as it will benefit the town as a whole”. 

“The fact that the ABCD proposal consol¬ 
idates two stops into one clear location will 
avoid a lot of the confusion experienced 
with two stops,” he added. 


The town council has already received 
some objections to the proposed changes but 
it is important that the view of all members 
of the public are heard to enable an informed 
decision by councillors when the matter is 
considered at the next meeting of the Plan¬ 
ning and Highways Committee on Monday, 
October 13th. 

Information on the proposal will be avail¬ 
able at the Local Information Centre at the 
Town Hall until the end of September. Alter¬

MP meets Transport Secretary 
to discuss A303 improvements 


LOCAL MP David met with Transport 
Secretary Patrick McLoughlin this 
week to discuss the need for im¬ 
provements to the A303 and the 
A358 roads around llminster. 

Mr. Laws, the Liberal Democrat MP 
for the Yeovil constituency, has been 
a strong supporter of the campaign 
to dual the A303 east of the Black- 
down Hills for a number of years and 
has also called for an extra carriage¬ 
way to be added to the stretch of the 
A358 leading up to the M5 from 
llminster. 

During the coming autumn, the De¬ 
partment forTransport will publish a 
feasibility study designed to look at a 
range of proposals that could address 
the problems which face motorists 
along the A303/A30/A358 corridor, 
and assess the affordability and deliv- 


erability of these proposals. 

Mr Laws said:"My meeting with the 
Transport Secretary was a very posi¬ 
tive one. I had the opportunity to talk 
him through the considerable list of 
problems which motorists face when 
they use the A303 and I was able to 
highlight how important it is for 
everybody in our region that the en¬ 
tire length of the road to the east of 
the Blackdown Hills is dualled. 

"We have had to put up with a road 
which often causes staggeringly long 
delays for far too long. It is in the best 
interests of everybody in the region 
that the road is dualled so that the 
South West can rely on an improved 
transport infrastructure which ade¬ 
quately serves our needs. At the mo¬ 
ment we simply do not have that." 


Pensioners' Forum 
announces dissolution 

CHARD, llminster & Crewkerne Pensioners' Forum 
has announced dissolution following a recent ex¬ 
traordinary general meeting of members. 

The Pensioner's Forum was set up in 2004 as 
part of the Pensioners Against Council Tax move¬ 
ment and worked with other local forums to high¬ 
light issues surrounding council tax and other 
problems affecting pensioners. This included 
marches and protests. 

The forum also organised special information 
events which were held at Chard Guildhall and 
had been very well received in the past, but over 
the years the original committee of 12 had dimin¬ 
ished to only three and, despite a membership of 
300, the group was unable to get any new com¬ 
mittee members on board. 

When the extraordinary meeting was called, 
only two people attended and, although the de¬ 
cision was not taken lightly, the committee felt 
they had no option but to dissolve the organisa¬ 
tion. 


Council grant to help 
set up village shop 

NORTON-sub-Hamdon is set to benefit from a 
community shop after being awarded a grant by 
South Somerset District Council's Area North Com¬ 
mittee. 

A community grant to the sum of £9,346 was 
awarded at the committee's August meeting to 
Norton-sub-Hamdon Community Land Trust, 
which will help towards the start-up costs of ac¬ 
quiring and operating the village post office and 
shop. 

The post office and shop has provided a vital 
local service for many years but the current sub¬ 
postmaster is retiring, which has led to a local re¬ 
view on the future provision of a village shop and 
post office serving Norton and other nearby vil¬ 
lages. 

Liz Maunder, secretary of the Community Land 
Trust, said:"We are very grateful to South Somerset 
District Council, not only for the award of the 
grant, which is an enormous boost to the project, 
but also for the support of officers and councillors, 
in particular Councillor Sylvia Seal, our local ward 
member." 

Councillor Shane Pledger, Area North chairman, 
added:"The social benefits of a local shop are well- 
evidenced - not to mention the economic value 
of supporting local producers, and employment 
and training within the shop itself. A locally man¬ 
aged enterprise, with the profits re-invested back 
into the business or associated local services is a 
model which is gaining national attention for its 
role in supporting local quality of life." 

The total cost of the project is expected to ex¬ 
ceed £57,000, which will acquire the stock, fittings 
and equipment with a six year lease of the post of¬ 
fice and shop at Norton-sub-Hamdon.

Commemorating 129 Years Of Support To The Service Family 



SSFA1914 

S SFA had already been working 
for servicemen and their fam¬ 
ilies for 29 years at the out¬ 
break of the First World War in 1914. 
Our name didn't include the A for 
Airforce until after the war's end at 
which point we became SSAFA! As 
the earliest military charity in the 
land, SSFA understood from its ear¬ 
liest days the needs of the soldiers' 
and sailors'families while the men 
were away serving their country. 
SSFA's profile was raised by its work 
during the war, starting with help 
given to families who had to exist 
on the Separation Allowance of 1 /I - 
a day to which was added 6d from 
the soldier's pay. The allowance for 
a child was 2d a day from the gov¬ 
ernment, plus Id from the man, to¬ 
talling 3d, the same as it was in 
1885 when SSFA began! For a 
sailor's wife and children there was 
no such payment. Two great ap¬ 
peals launched at the outbreak of 
war by Queen Alexandra for SSFA 
and the Prince of Wales for national 


relief purposes were quickly com¬ 
bined into one effective fund, 
which gave our Association the task 
of its management. By 1915, SSFA 
had paid out £1,281,814 to benefi¬ 
ciaries and there were over 50,000 
SSFA volunteers. Throughout the 
war SSFA continued its work in 
bringing relief to families, especially 
when both parents were absent or 
killed. 

SSAFA 2014 

And now, SSAFA continues its work 
with later generations of service 
people and their families, bringing 
the same relief in times of financial, 
emotional or physical stress. Al¬ 
though there are many fewer serv¬ 
ing people in our armed forces 
these days, their problems are very 
real. SSAFA is here to help for the 
whole family, and for as long as it 
takes. 

From their very first day of military 
service, we are here for our service¬ 
men and women and the people 
they love. Because we believe that 


their bravery, dedication and com¬ 
mitment deserve a lifetime of sup¬ 
port. 

SSAFA can assist people who have 
served in any of the following parts 
of HM Services; the Royal Navy, the 
Army, the Air Force, the Reserves 
and the Merchant Navy. This in¬ 
cludes those who performed Na¬ 
tional Service after the Second 
World War. Furthermore, SSAFA 
Forces Help can assist the families, 
widows or widowers of these peo¬ 
ple. The recent conflicts in Iraq and 
Afghanistan are creating its own 
problems at home and we are in¬ 
creasingly helping the wives and 
children of soldiers who have 
served there. 

SSAFA Somerset is doing its part 
in the big story, helping over 300 
clients across the County during 
2013 through the volunteer efforts 
of our 50 Caseworkers.

T HERE can't be too many 
3 year olds who receive 
help from SSAFA! But if 
there was ever any doubt that 
SSAFA is there for the whole 
family, Travis Borrett repre¬ 
sents a perfect example.

Ria givesTravis constant 
attention and he is the "light 
of her life" and a very happy 
and vocal little boy. 

But Travis has grown like all 
toddlers, and his baby cot was 
way too small to give him a 
comfortable sleep. So Ria and 
her father, Rex, who had 
served in the Royal Mechani¬ 
cal and Electrical Engineers

and later the Royal Artillery, 
looked at specially adapted 
beds for special needs chil¬ 
dren and were shocked to dis¬ 
cover how high the prices 
were. Ria contacted our Case¬ 
worker, Peter Moulding, to ask 
whether SSAFA might be able 
to help, because Travis's daddy 
had served in the Parachute 
Regiment. This would make 
Travis eligible for help from 
SSAFA. A specially adapted 
bed which was prescribed for 
Travis was quoted at a cost of 
£8000! 

Rex was so cross at this high 
price that with his engineer¬ 
ing background, he said,"I can 
make a bed for Travis". So he 
did, with Ria's help, who also 
has an engineering degree. 
The bed which they have cre¬ 
ated for Travis is now his play¬ 
ground, his safe place, his 
"den"! Ria says, "Travis is so 
happy when he is in his bed". 


Ria's artistic skills came to the 
fore and she painted the 
whole frame to look like an 
old fashioned circus cart, com¬ 
plete with coloured wheels 
and bright walls. 

The whole job cost £650! 

Peter Moulding said, "We're 
here to help people who help 
themselves" and Travis's bed, 
and his family, are a wonderful 
example of that ethos. 

However, more fun came 
along because Peter was able 
to acquire enough money 
from funders, including the 
Parachute Regiment and The 
Royal British Legion, to buy a 
trike for Travis, which has 
adaptations to help his legs 
turn the pedals. Ria says, 
"Every kid deserves a bike" 
Travis wouldn't disagree! His 
story is exactly what SSAFA is 
all about - Lifelong support 
for our Forces and their fami¬ 
lies.

408 5500 

5. Unsafe gas appliances can put you at risk of 
carbon monoxide poisoning, gas leaks, fires 
and explosions, Recognise the symptoms of 
carbon monoxide poisoning - headaches, 
dizziness, nausea, breathlessness, collapse 
and loss of consciousness. 

6. Check gas appliances for warning signs that 
they are not working properly e.g. lazy yellow

CHARD travelled last Saturday for their first 
ever game in the national league's and put in 
a very competitive performance against the 
number one team in Cheltenham Old Pate¬ 
sians but were undone in the end by the 
home side who made the most of several 
Chard errors.
